Success of Plan in European Coun-

Who Find Insurance Necessary to 
Prevent Poverty. 


Washington, June 17.—There 
are 


already several million wage-earners 
in the United States insured in sick- 
aesc insurance plai>i and organiza- 
tion*, and sickness insurance is even 
•ow recognized almost 
universally 


as the most feasible method by which 
workers can .meet the expenses and 
the loss of wages occasioned by ill- 
health. The great majority of 
the 


insured workers, however, are 
the 


better paid; the low-paid 
worker 


who is least able to meet the cost of 
sickness and to weather the periods 
of unemployment that sickness forces 
upon him, is rarely 
insured. The 


development of the existing agencies 
and organizations into 
national or 


state systems of sickness insurance 
similar to those which have been so 
effective in European 
countries, is 


the next step for the United States. 


These are striking facts

out in a report on sickness insurance 
to the federal Commission of Indus- 
trial Relations prepared by Surgeon 
B. S. Warren, of the United States

CREDIT AND THE RETAILER 


Fourth of July Tetanus 


The American people have reason 


to congratulate themselves over 
at 


least one achievement, and that is 
the rapid disappearance of 
Fourth 


of July tetanus. While 
the 
total 


casualties of,the glorious day 
are, 


less than a quarter what they were 
five years ago the deaths from teta- 
nus have shown a much greater re- 
duction. 
In 1903 there were 417 


Fourth of July victims of that dread 
malady, in 1909 the number had been 
reduced to 130, while from last sea- 
son's celebration there were 
but 3. 


This is life conservation In the true 
sense of the term. "Why not entire- 
ly eliminate the disease this year?" 
asks the United States Public Health 
Service. 


The blank cartridge wound is the 


great cause of Fourth of July 
te- 


tanus. When driven into the tissues 
the wadding carries with it innumer- 
able bacilli, and the absorption 
of 


the poisonous products given off dur- 
ing the growth of these organisms 
produces the disease. The 
bacilli 


thrive only in the absence of oxygen. 
It is for this reason that the physi- 


cian enlarges the wound of inlot and 
after removing all foreign material, 
dresses the injury in such a manner 
that development of the 
organisms 


is prevented. 
In order to accomplish 


this it is usually necessary to admin- 
ister a general 
anaesthetic. 
Anti- 


tetanic serum is of great value as a 
prophylactic measure, but it 
should 


be given soon after the receipt of the 
injury. 


Parents shoud realize that Fourth 


of July tetanus is easy to 
prevent 


but extremely difficult to cure. No 
blank cartridge wound }s too triviat 
to receive careful medical attention. 
However slight the injury may ap- 
pear,summon a physician and at once 
adopt energetic measures. Keliancc 
upon home treatment may prove dis- 
astrous and result in the 
sacrifice 


of life. In 1908, before trie 
wide- 


spread recognition of the possibilities 
of preventive treatment, one case of 
tetanus developed to every 4 blank 
cartridge wounds reported; in 1904 
there was but one case to every 40 
such injuries. This is the measure 
of the success of preventive treat- 
ment.

insured workers, however, are

who is least able to meet the cost of 
sickness and to weather the periods 
of unemployment that sickness forces 
upon him, is rarely 
insured.

FOURTH OF JULY TETANUS 


CREDIT AND THE RETAILER 


Fourth of July Tetanus 


The American people have reason 


to congratulate themselves over 
at 


least one achievement, and that is 
the rapid disappearance of 
Fourth 


of July tetanus. While 
the 
total 


casualties of,the glorious day 
are, 


less than a quarter what they were 
five years ago the deaths from teta- 
nus have shown a much greater re- 
duction. 
In 1903 there were 417 


Fourth of July victims of that dread 
malady, in 1909 the number had been 
reduced to 130, while from last sea- 
son's celebration there were 
but 3. 


This is life conservation In the true 
sense of the term. "Why not entire- 
ly eliminate the disease this year?" 
asks the United States Public Health 
Service. 


The blank cartridge wound is the 


great cause of Fourth of July 
te- 


tanus. When driven into the tissues 
the wadding carries with it innumer- 
able bacilli, and the absorption 
of 


the poisonous products given off dur- 
ing the growth of these organisms 
produces the disease. The 
bacilli 


thrive only in the absence of oxygen. 
It is for this reason that the physi- 


cian enlarges the wound of inlot and 
after removing all foreign material, 
dresses the injury in such a manner 
that development of the 
organisms 


is prevented. 
In order to accomplish 


this it is usually necessary to admin- 
ister a general 
anaesthetic. 
Anti- 


tetanic serum is of great value as a 
prophylactic measure, but it 
should 


be given soon after the receipt of the 
injury. 


Parents shoud realize that Fourth 


of July tetanus is easy to 
prevent 


but extremely difficult to cure. No 
blank cartridge wound }s too triviat 
to receive careful medical attention. 
However slight the injury may ap- 
pear,summon a physician and at once 
adopt energetic measures. Keliancc 
upon home treatment may prove dis- 
astrous and result in the 
sacrifice 


of life. In 1908, before trie 
wide- 


spread recognition of the possibilities 
of preventive treatment, one case of 
tetanus developed to every 4 blank 
cartridge wounds reported; in 1904 
there was but one case to every 40 
such injuries. This is the measure 
of the success of preventive treat- 
ment.
